George Bunn, in the Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, had been in 
touch with him concerning proposed appearances by AC DA before the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy. He said AC DA would be discussing the United 
States’ improved capability for detecting underground nuclear explosions and 
that this information was fairly straightforward. However, ACDA is concerned 
about the possibility of questions involving intelligence capability to support 
unilateral policy decisions in support of on- sight inspections.
